BLOCKADE AT THAT PORT EFFECTIVE 



Baste Being Made to Rush Troops to 
Supplement Dewey's Forces 



WASmsoTOS, May 16. — The dis- 
patches from Hon? Konif brought wel- 
come new* Sunday from Adm. Dewey 
to the president and particularly to 
Secretary Long and the naval officials 
who are watching the admiral's move- 
ments with so much interest While 
no apprehension existed as to his se- 
curity, nevertheless reassurance of 
•afety is. always pleasant. The tele- 
grams Indicate that U-wcy has lost 
none of the prestige gained in his 
memorable flght of two weeks ago. 
and that while he refrains from 
taking the city of Manila, he has 
it practically at his mercy. The ad- 
miral expresses the belief that the reb- 
els are hemming in the city by land 
but the fact that he says explicitly 
that they have made no demonstration 
seems to disprove thoroughly the pub- 
lished reports that they had already 
entered Manila and had begun u career 
of bloodshed and rapine. The best 
evidence of the effectiveness of the 
tHockade maintained by the American 
admiral, and also o; the work of the in- 
surgents in surrounding the city is 
shown in the statements in the dis- 
patches that provisions are scarce 
in the city of Manila which seems 
to indicate to Adm. Dewey an early 
surrender by the Spanish authorities. 
Another published report seems also 
to be refuted by the admiral's advices 
and that is that the rebels had raided 
Cavite where the Spanish naval station 
was located and where presumably 
large supplies of arms and ammunition 
were kept If the rebels have lieeri 
supplying themselves with arms it 
mast have been with the admiral s 
consent as bis dispatch is originally 
dated from Cavite indicating that he is 
still in possession. The greatest satis- 
faction prevails here over the good 
work being done and the effectiveness 
of the blockade being maintained by 
him. 

The officials are making til possible 
haste to rush troops to supplement 
Adm. Dewey's forces so that if the 
Spanish governor does surrender the 
former will not lie dependent upon the 
small number of marines which he can 
illy spare from his ships, but will have 
the assistance of soldiers in holding 
his position and maintaining order.

One of the American Sailors Was In- 
stantly Killed and Eight Were

West With Killed and Wounded. 

Key Wept, Fin.. May 16.— Off the 
coast of Cienfuegos the cruisers Mar- 
blehead, Nashville and Windom fought 
a desperate battle against fearful odds 
Wednesday. They were victorious and 
now the southern Cuban seaport is 
writhing in ruin and the dead and dy- 
ing fill its streets. 

It was determined some time ago tc 
cut the Spanish cable out of Cienfue- 
gos and thus prevent movements ol 
American ships on that side being 
made known to Madrid. The task 
assigned to the three cruisers. They 
drew in close to shore. 

They made out a new fortificati. 
the entrance to Cienfuegos bay, and 
the Windom, under Capt McGuire, 
chanced its batteries. At 1.000 yards 
the fort opened fire.

The Queen City, well known along the 
Ohio, has a rating of 1,400 tons. SI 
235 feet in length, with 44 foot beam and 
6J feet depth of hold. 

This tonnage would figure very small 
among battleships The Iowa, for In- 
stance, measures over 11,000 tons, and 
draws 24 feet of water. 

The Queen City is about tbe same ton 
nage as the little gunboat Wilmington, 
that got into a scrape on the coast of 
Cuba, one of the smallest gunboats in the 
Navy. 

Tbe Winslow. tbe torpedo boat that 
was iDjured, is not as big as the ordinary 
ferryboat. 

Tbe Indiana. Iowa. Massachusetts 
other first-class battleships, are eight 
times as large as the Queen City. The 
Texas is nearly five times as large. The 
New York and Brooklyn arc more than 
six times as large. The Atlanta, Balti- 
more, Cincinnati and Boston are more 
twice as large.
